forest  trees,  giving  the  whole  City  the  appearance  of  a  park.  Springfield  is  the  permanent  home  of  the  Illinois 
State  Fair  and  it  is  claimed  has  the  finest  fair  grounds  and  buildings  in  the  United  States.  It  also  enjoys  the 
distinction  of  being  the  home  and  burial  place  of  Lincoln,  and  the  scene  of  his  earliest  struggles  in  his  profes¬ 
sion.  His  old  home  still  stands,  the  property  of  the  State,  and  open  to  visitors..  His  burial  place  is  marked 
by  a  handsome  monument  in  the  beautiful  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery.

Camp  Lincoln,  the  drill  and  practice  grounds  of  the  Illinois  National 
Guard,  is  located  just  at  the  edge  of  the  City  and  each  summer  finds  this 
beautiful  spot  gay  with  flags,  music  and  uniforms. 

The  park  and  boulevard  system,  although  comparatively  new,  is  rapidly 
approaching  perfection  and  affords  amusement  and  recreation  to  thousands 
of  people.  The  citizens  are  progressive  and  ambitious,  leaving  no  stone 
unturned  to  add  to  the  commercial  importance  and  general  attractiveness
